JUNE THORNTON POND

YOUNG NUMISMATISTS ACTIVITIES 


In an effort to involve the young Numismatist to a greater extent, this year’s 
Conference \will add a Young Numismatist Day to the program. Saturday October 
20th is set aside for this series of events, which begin at 10:00 AM, in Parlor C. 
The program is open to all young Numismatists and their friends from the ages of 
10 to 17, but they should have pre-registered. The program, free to all who attend, 
includes some prominent guest speakers, a Numismatic Bee and a Numismatic 
Quiz with prizes. Also, a Topical Coin Contest, with mini-exhibits, which will be 
judged for prizes. 

A special lunch will be served to participants, sponsored by New England Rare Coin 
Galleries. After lunch there will be a play money auction, and door prizes. Addi¬ 
tionally, certain numismatic publications and the Federal Reserve Bank have 
provided free literature for attendees. It is hoped that this program, along with 
young Numismatist categories in regular exhibits will promote the interest of the 
future collectors in this hobby. 


ANACS COUNTERFEIT DETECTION SEMINAR SCHEDULED FOR NENA 


Three seminars in the Detection of Altered and Counterfeit Coins are now planned 
for the NENA Conference at the Park Plaza Hotel, Boston, October 19—21. The 
first will be held Thursday evening October 18, at 7:00 PM; a second on Friday 
evening at 7:00 PM, will be followed by a Saturday morning gathering at 8:00 AM. 
The times are specifically geared to appeal to dealers who, because of their involve¬ 
ment on the bourse floor, might otherwise be unable to participate. Similar sem¬ 
inars at other conventions around the country have proven to be especially interest¬ 
ing and valuable for dealers. 

John Hunter and Ed Fleischman, top authenticators of the American Numismatic 
Association Certification Service in Colorado Springs will conduct the course. 
Hunter, a former dealer in the Detroit area, and the only authenticator rehired 
when the Service was moved from Washington D.C. in late 1976 is especially 
knowledgeable in die characteristics and metallurgy. Fleischman, for many years 
editor of the Clearing House column of Coin World is very proficient in the photo¬ 
graphic analysis of both coins and currency, with emphasis on microphotographic 
documentation. Between them they have discovered and alerted the public to 
several new and highly dangerous new counterfeits in recent years, including the 
work of “Mr. Omega.” 

A limit of 35 students has been placed on the program. No special equipment is 
necessary as all materials will be provided. Emphasis will be placed on the visual 
detection of counterfeit and altered material, largely through the use of slides and 
enlarged photographs. Other techniques will also be introduced and explained. 
Lengthy discussion, question and answer periods will be encouraged! Historically, 
every teaching session lasts far beyond the alotted two and one-half hours. If a 
fourth session is deemed necessary, it will be held Sunday morning.
